Water Drove Him From Cover. 
A call was sent to a local fire com- 
pany nearby. The firemen responded 
with their engine. Attaching a high 


' pressure hose to a fire Plug and with 


Ythe firemen barricaded behind trucks 
and boards, a stream of water was 
played upon the windows of the toilet 
room. 

The desperado fired a 
shots at the firemen, but they 
not injured.

The desperate man tried to fire 
again, but Sergeant Kelleher opened 
fire and also managed to spring upon 
Bethea. When the police took hold of 
him he fell dead in the arms of a 
patrolman. 

Wiley, the park guard, and Haley are 
not seriously injured. They were both 
Struck by stray bullets fired by Bethea. 
A tragic incident of the affair was that 
when Williams, the porter, was shot. 
he fell into a seatin the car. All 
through the batle the dead porter sat 
with the appee@rance of one looking 
from the window.

Watson for a retraction of certain 
statments made in The Weekly Jef- 
fersonian, and Mr. Watson's reitera- 
tion of his charges, they crowded 
around Representative Hioward to 
know what he contempiated doing. 

He replied simply that he had made 
a demand upon Mr. Watson in the 
name .of “common decency” to with- 
draw certain “mean, false and malic- 
ious statements” against him as a 
representative in congress. Mr. Wat- 
son had declined do so, and now 
th» fight was on.

Washerwomen Use It. 

Here, it is said, a number of wash- 
erwomen repair and secure all the 
soap they need for the week's wash-{ 
ing They carry the soap away inj 
buckets and tubs and find {ft just as 
good, so far as the cleaning properties 
are concerned, as any soap on the mar- 
ket. 

This deposit of soft soap floats down 
the sewer to tfe outfall from a soap 
factory located just above where the 
Southern railroad crosses Wells street. 
In the manufacture of the soap somej 
of it escapes and finds its way into 
the sewer. 

The soap helps the sewer and the 
sewage, for it acts as deodorizer and 
disinfectant, but the question arose 
among the city officials as to whether 
not it helps the clothes which are 
washed with it. 

May Cause Disease. 

Councilman Coflield, who jis the chair- 
man of the sewer committee, and who 
knows a good deal about sewage, Says 
he is very much afraid that the sewer 
soap May cause disease. He does not 
think the sewage does the soap any 
good, but may contaminate \it with 
microbes and bacteria, which can be 
communicated to the washed clothing 
and thereby produce sickness. 

The soap deposit will be reported to 
the heaith authorities and steps will 
probably be taken to stop the wash- 
erwomen using it.

Washington, March 23.—Specia!.»— 
The senate has passed the bill autnor- 
izing the appointment of Frank Mel. 
Carrington, formerly of Milledgeville, 
Ga., as a major of infantry in the 
United States army, and thus written 
the last chapter in a highly sensa- 
tional case affeeting a Georgia officer. 
He was charged With a shortage in his 
accounts amounting to about 425%. 

Major Carrington was graduated 
from West Point and appointed second 
lieutenant in 1878, and by successive 
Stages he rose to the rank of major in 
1901. In 1900 he took part in the cam- 
paigns against the Sioux ‘ndians tn 
South Dakota, and later served in 
Cuba and the Philippines. His record 
as a soldier was without blemish.

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COTTON SEED OIL 
BARRED FROM FRANCE 


By Prohibitive Duty Put on It 
by the French Gov- 
ernment. 


Cotton seed oi] is now practically 


prohibited from France by an 
duty of 6 cents a gallon. according to 
members of the Cotton See] Crushers’ 
Association of Georgia, in Atlanta, to- 
day, who have just been advised of 
the increased duty on this well-known 
southern product by the French guv- 
ernment. 

Word has been received from ‘Wash- 
ington to the effect that the turiff 
treaty between this country and France 
had been signed which permits an in- 
crease from 6 to 9 francs per 10 kliios, 
or 220 pounds, which means an import 
duty of 6 cents per gallon. 

The French government at first fixed

COMMISSION TO FIX 
UNIFORM BRICK RATE

|General’ Hearing on That Sub- 


ject Is Set for 13th 
of April 


The question of fixing a just and 
uniform rate on shipments of brick in 
the state of Georgia will be considered 
by the railroad commission on April 13. 

The commission has before it the pe- 
tition of the Standard Brick Company 
of Macon requesting that the rate on 
shipments of brick from Macon to At- 
lanta be reduced from 3% cents per 
hundred pounds to 2% cents per hun- 


| dred pounds. 


This petition was set for a hearing 
since the commission 
desires to give the brick rate question 
a general consideration, it was post- 
poned until the general hearing on 
April 18. 

The rate on shipments of brick in 
the state is not uniform, the charge 
varying on different railroads from 2 
cents per hundred pounds to 3% cents 
per hundred, no rule having ever been 
passed by the commission prescribing 
a uniform rate. 

The railroads of the state, as well as 
the brick GoOmpanies have requested 
the matter be taken up for the 
purpose of reaching a satisfactory ad- 
justment of f the | matter.

OLDFIELD BREAKS 
THREE RECORDS 


Daytona Beach Race Course, March 
23.—Barney Oldfield is beyond ques- 
tion the world’s speed king. The vet- 
eran driver today proved his right to 
the title by smashing three world’s 
records. Two of the speed records 
that experts long since figured would 
stand for many years. 

Driving his 200-horse power Benz 
with which he broke the mile record a 
week ago, attaining a speed of 131.73 
miles an hour, Oldfield covered 2 miles 
in 65.85, winning the 2-miles-a-minute 
speed king gold crown race. The previ- 
ous records, made by Victory Deemeo. 
gest, of Paris, over the Daytona Beach, 
was 58.80, and has stood since 1906, 
despite the efforts of a number of 
daring drivers to lower the mark. 

Thirty minutes later Oldfield drove 
against the world’s kilometer of 17.76, 
made by Hemmery, of France, on the 
Brooklands, England, course, using 
the identical car which Oldfield used 
today. Oldfield shot past the. start- 
ing line like a meteor and finished 
the distance in 17.04. The American 
record was 18.40, held by Marriott, and 
was made here. 

In the l-mile world’s championship 
event, Oldfield won over George Wob- 
ertson, driving the Christie car in 
28:40, but it was evident that’ the 
champion was only toying with his 
competitor and not getting all that 
was in his car. 

The third record which Oldfield es- 
tablished was the i-mile stock chassis 
mark of 46:30, held by Lewis Strang, 
in a Flat. Oldfield drove his Kuox 
stock car in this event, and covered 
the distance in 40:35 at a speed of 20 
miles an hour. 

Although David Bruce Brown, Wal- 
ter Christie, George Robertson, Ben 
Kerscher and a number of daring 
drivers with fast cars participated  'n 
the events today, Oldfield swept all 
before him with a hurricane of speed 
and daring that proved that the »ld- 
timer is better than ever. ‘The con- 
sistency of Oldfield’s work with his 
Benz shows that no fluke can be held 
responsible for his great mile record 
of last week. 

Oldfield will go for the mile record 
tomorrow and promises a mile at the 
rate of 140-miles an hour. The rac- 
ing today was very spectacular. and 
Oldfield’s work will stand for a lot 
of coloring by a good re-write man,

Negro Prize Fighter Is 


Jailed by N. Y. Judge. |

After Cooling His Heels and 
Weeping for Five Hours, 
Johnson Was Released When 
a Friend Put Up $5,000 Bond. 
Negro Says “It’s Rough.” 


New York, March 23.—Jack Johnson, 
heavyweight champion of the prize 
ring, spent five hours today cooling his 
heels in a cell in the Tombs prison. 
Tonight he ig free again, but gloomy, 
for not only was he locked up for haif 
a day, but while dancing and singing 
in the prison a process server thrust 
through the bars @ summons and com- 
plaint in a suit for $1,758.67 and costs, 
brought against him for the alleged 
repudiation of a theatrical contract to 
appear in Kansas. 

Tears in Negro’s Eyes. 

“This looks like a rough deal,” said 
Johnson, as tearg came to his eyes. ‘'lI 
have come here on court orders, and 
now they take this action against me.” 

He was “served” notwithstanding his 
protests. 

Johnson appeared today grinning as 
usual, on the charge of beating one 
Norman Pinder, a negro, one-fourth his 
size, in an uptown resort some weeks 
ago. Pinder, at the time, declined to 
buy a drink for Johnson because he 
could not afford “wine,” which he added 
dolefully, was all that Johnson would 
drink. With a reminiscent touch, he 
then recalled, and to his sorrow, that 
there was a time when Johnson was 
glad to drink “suds out of a bucket.” 
The rest is contained in the charge of 
assault against the fighter. 

Big Black's Bond Raised to $5,000, 

But Pinder and his witnesses failed 
to appear to press the case today, and 
Judge Mulqueen, of the court of gen- 
eral sessions, waS wroth. He was in- 
clined to think that the court was be- 
ing imposed upon. Despite Johnson's 
plea that he had hurried hither on “an 
18-hour train, yo’ honah,’” he raised 
the big black’s bail from $1,500 to §5,- 
000. 

Johnson's smile vanished like smoke. 
Unfortunately, he said, his roll, flat- 
tened by lawyers, contained only $2,500 
—Wwould the court accept that in cash? 
The court decidedly would not, so the 
big prize fighter was led away to a cell, 
where he remained until late this after- 
noon, when a friend put up as security 
property in Brooklyn, valued at $12,000. 
Then Johnson was let loose. 

Though no trace of Pinder, his ac- 
cuser, had been found tonight, the case 
- set for 10:30 o'clock tomorrow morn- 
ng.

TOO MUCH WORK 


FOR ONE DOCTOR 


Chamber Wants Another 
Medical Examiner for 
Publie Schools. 


An appropriation sufficient to se- 
cure the services of a second examin- 
ing physician for the schools of the 
city will be asked of the city council 
at their regular May meeting. The 
Chamber of Commerce committee on 
the medical examination of school 
children will make the request, point- 
ing out the good work Dr. Stewart 
Roberts is doing, but showing that it 
is a matter of physical impossibility 
for him to attend the 20,000 and more 
pupils in the schools of the city. The 
same committee will appear before 
the board of county commissioners at 
their next meeting in the hopes vf 
having them set aside sufficient money 
to employ a physician to examine the 
students in the county schools. 

The medical examination committee 
held its first regular meeting at the 
Chamber of Commerce rooms yester- 
day afternoon and two resolutions, 
recommending both the increase of 
the city’s appropriation and a similar 
appropriation on the part of the cvun- 
ty, were adopted. The resolutions also 
provided for the committee's appear- 
ance before both these bodies in be- 
half of the project. 

Dr. Stewart Roberts, who for the 
past year has been engaged in examin- 
ing the children of the city schools, 
made to the committee a most inter- 
esting report. He stated that he has 
already examined more than 7,000 chil- 
dren, and in only two cases, he said, 
have the parents objected in the least 
to the treatment prescribed for the 
children. Dr. Roberts referred to fig- 
ures printed in a recent number of 
Progress which showed that of 207 de- 
fective children found in the Pryor 
Street school in May, 1909, only 54 
failed to respond to treatment to such 
@ degree as to become practically per- 
fect before the following December, 
when another examination was made. 

Chairman V. H. Kreigshaber, of the 
examination committee, states that the 
committee hopes to help extend the 
work not only throughout Fulton 
county, but the state-at-large. He is 
extremely enthusiastic over the great 
work already being done, and believes 
that this really wonderful showing 
practically assures the success of the 
attempt to widen the scope of the 
work.

Many Orders From Boston to 
Sell Holdings on Account 
of the Election. 


New York, March ~ 23.—-The early 
promise today of an inert holiday mar- 
ket was not borne out by the later 
developments, when increasing pres- 
sure of stocks for sale carried prices 
comprehensively downward. -The yield- 
ing of prices was attributed partly to 
the countér movement of the profes- 
sional element in the speculation 
which had demonstrated the apathetic 
demand at any advance in prices, when 
they sought to realize profits. The 
traders have no other recourse, wnen 
an attempt on one side of the market 
proved successful but to turn to :e 
other side. It was asserted at tne 
stock exchange that a large part cf 
the selling of stocks was for Boston 
account and might be in the pursuana 
of a speculative campaign. The un- 
rest manifested by labor in many de- 
ments was advanced as one explana- 
tion for this selling. The decision fur 
a strike by New Haven employees was 
supposed to be a factor in bringing 
this condition homé to the minds of 
the New England sellers of stocks.
